BAST INDIES, 
Taking of Seringapatan by Earl Cornwallis. 

This morning arrived at the treafury, with dif- 
patches brought by the Veftal frigate, arrived off 
Portland, from the Eaft Indies—Thefe difpatches 
bring the agreeable intelligence, that Seringapatam 
had fallen into our handse But'few of the particulars 
have yet tranfpired as the regular difpatches are {till on 
board the Veftals—They are hourly expected, This 
intelligence was immediately fent by the minifter to 
the chairman of ths Eaft Indja company to commu- 
nicate the fame to the.court of directors. 

"The circumftances fo far as we have heen ablé to 
collect them, areas follow : 

Lord Cornwallis, from the date of his laft dif 
patcher, continued every exertion to get the army 
provided with flores, ammunition, bullocks, and a 
new battering train, to enable the army again to pro- 
ceed againft the enemy,; and, by the provident fore- 
fight of the prefidencies, the activity and exertions 
of his officers and army, feconded by the zeal of our 
allies, found himfelf in readinefs to march fooney 
than could have been expected. 

About the 24th or 26th of December, he left his 
encampments in the neighborhood of Bangalore, and 

rocecded towards Seringapatam, -With his army in 
high fpirits, On the gth of January he engaged 
Tippso’s army-—the atcack was fpirited, and con- 
ducted with fo much ardor and judgment, that the 
enemy at laft pave way onevery fide, The flaugh- 
ter of Tippoo’s was very great; and their troops 
Wai in agreat mealure cat off by a detachment un- 
der col. Floyd, which had pofleffed itfelf of a very 
advantageous fituation, fo that a very great number 
were taken prifoners. ‘Tippoo himfelf was danger- 
ouly wounded. 

The lofa on our fide was very trifling; and we are 
happy to add, that ne officer of rank was killed or 
wounded | 

Thi vitory was followed by the capture of Serin- 
gapatam four days after, which furrendered on capit- 
ulation; but Tippoo, with many of his people of 
rank, had, on the preceding morning left it; and af- 
feed a retreat to one of his hill forts. 

The ammunition, flores, and provifions found in 
the place were very confiderable. The treafure is 
ftated at between fix and feven lacks of pagodas ; 
notwithftanding much had been previoufly moved to 
forts up the country. 

Tippoo, it is alfo added, quite difpiritted with 
his loffes, had fent in propefals to lord Cornwallis, 
befure the Veftal failed, cffering to accede to any 
terms his lordihip might didtate for terminating the 
war. 

The joyous news of thefe fucceffes was immedi- 
ately communicated by the fecretary of the India 
houfe to the ftock exchange and Lloyd’s coffee- houfe. 

On Saturday morning the courier returned from 
Berlin, brought informa-ion that the king of Prufa 
had iflued o-ders fur 79,000 men to march, of which 
he was himfelf to take the commaud, The advan- 
ced guard was already inmotion. No great depend- 
ance is however placed on Prufa, People here feem 
tu be convinced, that her operations will be guide 
by interefted, motives evento the detriment of Au- 
ftria, were fhe once fure of itriking a decitive blow.

RIOTS AT BIRMINGHAM. 

Sunday, May 20. Some weeks ago, a private of 
the Blues went toa heu’e of ill-fame in this town, 
when on fòme difputz, one Bufby ftruck the foldier 
fo violent a blow onthe head with a glafs bottle, that 
being moved to Caventry, after a few days he died. 
A coroner's inqueft was taken; and in confequence 
of the verdi&i, the corone:’s warrant came here and 
Bufby, and ociers prefent at the confli@ were com- 
mitted to goal. ‘The populace were determined to 
take vengeance on every houfe of the like defcription 
in the town.—They did fome damage te two houfes 
on Friday night; and in a more formidable body latt 
night, broke the windows and did other damage to a 
houfe in Fleet-ftreet 3 but the conftables having ap- 
plied to the officers, the Oxford blues were inftantly 
ordered forb, and paradedinthe Rreets, with their 
drawn fords, on horfback, (wing to this pre- 
caution, the night pafled over without difturbance. 

Monday; May 21. Yeherday morning at ten o- 
clock, ene of the conftebies went to Fleet-fircet,

Briely 
achara@ter, and Bufby, charged by she coroner’s in- 
queft, are committed for trial, 

At half paf ten o'clock in the morning. The rioters 
are not difperfed , the town wears the appearance of 
much confufion.

Extra of a letter froma gentleman in Kentucky, 
to his friend in Somerfet, dated Wafhington, 
Mafon county. April 30th, 1792. 

Mr. William Chambers went from his 
ftore at this place, to the Falls of Ohio, 
February 25th, in a fmall open boat, loaded 
with flour, whifkey, and dry goods, he had 
two men and a boy with him, and two wom- 
en and feveral children went paffengers. 
Between the Miamies and the mouth of 
Kentucky river, he was fired upon trom the 
indian fhore the indians whoop’d and 
followed him down the river about half a 
mile to a {mall creek where they had their 
canoes, they got into them, eighteen in num- 
ber, one canoe pufhed acrofs the river to the 
Kentucky fhore, and the others purfued 
the boat, keptup a continual firing and yel- 
ling as they went.—Mr. Chambers had two 
mufkets and one blunderbufs in the boat ; 
but was badly provided with ball, and was 
obliged to cut bar lead into lugs —when the 
indians came within fhot he returned the fire 
which puta ftop to their whooping, yet pur- 
fued and fired as fait as they could, until 
they got within thirty or forty yaids of the 
boat, mr. Chambers then fred the blunder- 
bufs, the noife of which they feemed not to 
like, fome of them no doube feji, very fen- 
fibly, the confequence. They hel now pur- 
fued the boar about three miles, ihey then 
turned and went back ; the boat crew re- 
ceived no damace except a flight wound mr. 
Chambers received in one of his fingers. 
Tne derence made by ma Chambe:s, con- 
lidering the fitu xion he was in, is thought 
here to be che belt ever made on the river. 

The indians in cafes of this kind do not 
fight but under great advantages, and chat 
by the hedious yellings, fo alarm and dif- 
concert the paflengers that they ii. quently 
fall an caly prey co their favage barbarity.
